As it is not our intention to difcuts the 
merits of this great political meafure, 
in this publication, we confine our- 
feives to facts.

His lord{hip entered on the exercife 
of his duties as a peer of parliament, 
ata crifis when the queftion of union 
was agam revived nrfreland, by the 
Englith minifter. ‘The young earl 
at once ftepped upon the Raat: of an 
open, manly, and vigorous refiftance 
tothe meafure. At the commence- 
ment of the prefent fefhon, when his 
lordfhip conceived: that his political 
charaéter and conduct were alluded to 
in the boufe of peers, by a great law 
lord, his reply was Bite. by that 
franknefs and promptitude which form 
the moft ftrik ng features of an ho- 
nourable character. Without ftoop- 
ing to invective er laboured diffution, 
it contained a frank avowal of public 
principles, which all parties admire as 
difintereited ; and an explanation of 
facts which gave high fatisfa&tion to 
his friends, by eftabliihing a truth that 
was deemed to convey a temperate 
and unexpected rebuke to the noble 
agereflor.

ution, that the bank of England was 
eftablithed (in 1693); under the au- 
pices ot a prince emphatically term- 
ej «the DELIVERER ; thus prov- 
wg to demonitration, that liberty and 
public credit are infepara ble from each 
other. At Berlin, Vienna, and Ma- 
drid, we hear of court bankers, but 
a national bank is {till unknown. 

This eftablifhment has combated 
and overcome a multitude of difhcul- 
fies; for its notes at one time, in con- 
fequence ot the arts piactifed by ad- 
herents to the houfe of Stuart, expe- 
rienced a difcount; and it 1s but a 
{hort time fince, that the precious 
metals contained within its vaults have 
been kept from circulation, and all 
money-payments fufpended by act of 
parliament. Jtven this, however, it 
has furvived ; for the known wealth 
of the eflablifhment, the punctuality 
of its oficers, and the admirable eco- 
numy of their arrangements, have 
attracted and matt defervedly retained 
the conhdence of the nation, 

Of thefe othcers, the moft eminent, 
and perhaps alfo the moft refpectable, 
is the fubje€t of thele memoirs. Mr. 
Newland, bora in 1729, or 1730, at 
the houfe ot his father, a baker, in 
King-ftreet, Southwark, was ap- 
pointed a clerk in the bank of Ing- 
land, a little more than half acentu- 
ry ago, being nominated on the 27th 
February, 1748. Diftinguithing him- 
felf by that regularity and order fo 
neceffary in money concerns, he rofe 
through the various gradations of fer-

vice, until January 19, 1775, when 
he attained the re{fpectable and conti- 
: dential ofhce of chief cafhier to the 
hint commercial company in [urope. 


He is now in the 68th or 69th year 


of his age, and has fumething com-

| His deportment is alfo genicel, bis 
- Manners are affable, and his activity 
and attention (till exhibit a pattern for

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His manner of tranfacting bufinefs is 
eminently methodical; andheis known 
to have undefignedly given offence to 
a few of the fubfcribers to the volune 
tary contributions, by a rigid and mi- 
nute attention to the provifos of the 
act of parliament, and the inftruc- 
tions of the directors. Onthis occa- 
fion, the zeal of fome of the newl- 
papers got the better of their difcre- 
tion, and they made many equally ridi- 
culous and impotent reflections on 
the character of a perfon, who gene- 
roufly contributed 200l. towards the 
very meafure of which they fuppofed 
him to be the enemy. 

The wealth of this gentleman has 
been the fubject of much conjecture. 
He is certainly rich, but no fufpicion 
can attach to this circumftance, when 
his opportunities, his emoluments, 
and his economy are confidered. He 
is, however, no churl; for a fum of 
money being wanted for rebuilding 
the church of St. Peter-/e-Poor in 
Broad-ftreet, it was inftantly ad- 
vanced by him to the panih, at the 
ufual intereft, although he could have 
eafily turned it to a better account. 

At a certain period of life, mea 
both attain and retain habits either of 
regularity or diffipation. At fifteen 
minutes paft nine o’clock in the norn- 
ing, he is feen conftantly at his defk, 
and is never abfent from it until 
three in the afternoon. He refides in 
a f/uite of apartments in the bank, an- 
nexed to his office, as chief cafhier ; 
and being a batchelor, his eftablith- 
ment is not large. During a period 
of thirty or forty years, he has net 
heen once abfent, except during a few 
weeks illnefs; and therefore trips te 
Margate, Brighton, and the other fa- 
fhionable watering places, have nei- 
ther impeded his duties, nor added to 
their expences. 

The only relaxation he has allowed 
himfelf for many fummers paft, is a 
daily ride in the [flington ttage-coach, 
to a cottage at Highbury, where he 
drinks tea; and after contemplating

As a private character, this gentle- 
man ranks very high; and in his fo- 
cial hours he 1s a good companion, 
enjoving the pleafures of the table in 
moderation, and laughing heartily at 
a good fiory, of which he is paflon- 
ately fond.

Born and educated within the pale of 


the Noman catholic church, he dad, 
at frit, to overcome the fpirit of reli- 
pHOUS Prejudice, carelully iuiufed wate

tend with the force ef public opinion, 
which Is not apt to give credit to the 
profeffion of thofe who renounce ay 
old, and unexpectedly embrace a new, 
fyflem of worthip.

ever, completely tucceeded in impref 
fing the public mind with a firm con. 
viction ef the purity of his Motives - 
and the natural mildnefs of his temper, 
unperverted by the rancorous impulfe 
of new-born zeal, has excited regret, 
without cenfure, in the members of 
he religion that loft him, and adm.

profefles. 
Dr. O’Beirne was born in the 
county of Longford, about the year 
1748. His father, who was a farm. 
er, highly efteemed tor his integrity, 
afier beitowing a clafizcal education 
on the doctor and his younger bro- 
ther Charles, was fo cratitied With 
the general opinion entertained of 
their natural and acquired talents, that 
he refolved, with the confent of the 
titular bithop of the diocefe, to devote 
them to the fervice of Him, to whom 
all their improvements were pioufly 
to be attributed. He immediately 
took the neceffary meafures to fend 
them to St. Omer’s, in order to qua- 
lity them for the functions of the 
Roman cathohe pneitthood. ‘The

8s difcourfe on that melanc! holy oc- 
tion has been often mentioned as the 
dion of a mind animated with the 
Urelt fentiments of cha Ky and bro- 
fly love, and it has been jufily 
fatfed as a compolition remar ‘cable 
Mdignihed and pathetic eloguence. 
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On his return from America, when 
the conduct of lord Howe, and more 
particularly that of his brother Sir 
William Howe, with refpect to the 
direction and execution of milita 
operations, became the fubject of ge~ 
neral animadverfion and parliamenta- 
ry enquiry, and was boldly cenfured 
in newfpapers and pamphlets fuppof- 
ed to be written by perfons of high 
credit and confidence with minyltry 
Dr. O’ Beirne came forward in de- 
fence of his friends and patrons, (for, 
he was alfo much efteemed by Sir 
Wilham,) and publithed a pamphlet 
in vindication ot them, that had an 
extenfive circulation, and was extolled 
by the adherents of the general and 
the admiral. 

His introduction to the leading 
members of oppofition happened in 
the year 1779, through the medium of 
lord Howe and Sir William, whe 
were received with open arms by the 
a of the minitry, as they 
fondiy indulged in the hope that they 
fhould, from fucha connection, find 
ground fufficient for condemning the 
meafures of adminittration, and trans- 
terring to themtelves the reins of pow- 
er. Dr. O’Beirne w as, atter a (hort 
time, particularly countenanced by 
the duke of Portland, who frequent 
ly exprefled, without referve, the fa- 
tistaCtion he derived trom the pleafant 
and inftructive converfation of his new 
acquaintance. 

fn order to recommend himfelf more 
effectually to that party, he wrote (as

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©’ Beirne is a convert to the faith of 
proteftanti{m, he is not at all actuated 
by that outrageous zeal again{t the 
faith which he has renounced, which 
penerally marks the profelyte. He 
wrote himielf, in furtherance of that 
meafuit. When lord Fitzwilliam 
was removed from office, and the cha- 
racter and meafures of his adminiftra- 
tion came to be canvafled with rather 
a fevere and acrimonious fpirit in the 
Irifth houfe of peers, bifhop O’ Beirne 
ftood forward with honeft warmth 
and diftinguithed ability in defence of 
his abfent, and, as he conceived, in- 
jared, patron.

Economy iu Baking Bread. 


Letter from the Rev. Francis Haggitt, 
Prebcndary of Durham, to the 
Bifhop of Durham. 


Nuncham, Feb. 18, 1800. 
My Lord, 


F you were furprifed at receiving 
from me a loaf of bread, your 
{urprife will ceafe when I explain my 
reafon for fending it; in doing which, 
[ mutt enter into fome details which 
fam perfuaded will be far from un- 
interefting to your lordfhip. In the 
courte of reading an old work on ru- 
raleconomy, I lately met with the 
following affertion, viz. that flour 
kneaded with bran-warer will pro- 
duce a more /ub/iantial bread, anda 
greater quantity of it, than ts obtained 
by the common mode of ‘baking.— 
As the author fays nothing more upon 
the fubject, I conclude he wrote in.a 
time of plenty, but the information 
(if it fhould prove correct) appeared 
to me of vaft importance in thefe days 
of fcarcity, and I determined to make 
the experiment without delay. Ac-

S faving of corn is on many 
accounts an object of confe- 

que nce at this very dear time, it inay 
perhaps be ufeful to fome of your rea- 
ders, if you give the following a place 

In your magazine : 

In the be ‘ginning of the year 1781, 

[ intended trying fome experiments 
with wheat, but was prevented. I 
had iteeped and limed a {mall quan- 
tity ; but fomething unexpectedly oc- 
curring to take off my attention, it 
was millaid, and accidentally found 
in Auguit 1783. About the end of 
that month | threw this feed into the 
ground, in an unmanured corner of 
my garden. Inthe beginning of Ke~ 
bruary following I dug a piece of 
cround (alfo unmanured ) in an open 
part of my orchard, and [ tranfplanted 
it on beds of fix rows wide, at 9 inches 
afunder every way. -Ltullered,and{pread 
over the ground fo completely, as to 
prevent even a weed growig among it. 
It produced admirable corn, and at the 
rate of near four quarters peracre. 
krom accurate calculations which 

I then made, [ found that an acre, 
fuppofing the feed to be, very good 


and the piants fet at the diftance 
aboveementioncd, would require only 
»,« half f 
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halt a freck of feed. This is the 
whole of that experiment. 

Iam well aware, that the poorer 
any land ts, the nearer the plants mutt 
be fet together; becaute, in poor land, 
the plams will not branch out fo 
many ears, 2s im better; and if the 
ground be not covered with the corn, 
weeds, of fome kind or other, will 
{pring up in the vacancies and da- 
mage the crop. 

Befide the faving of the feed, there 
are two other material advantages 
which attend fuch a method ; one 1s, 
that fome fuitable crop may be on the 
ground all the winter for ufe; aid 
the other 1S, that ploughing the 
eround fo late as kebruary, will et- 
tectu: ly bury and dettroy thofe weeds 
which were beginning to veoctate 
and before others can fpring up, rhe 
corn plants have taken to the eround, 
am} ipread over it, that the weeds 
cannot rife, by which means there 1s 
a very clean crop, and all the cuf- 
tomary expence for weeding 1s fav- 
ed. 

But many later experiments have 
convinced me, that wheat will thuve 
as well, sagt — as full a crop, 
if fown an faring, as it we had 
been committ Kom to the ground im the 
autumn before ; and in many fituati- 
ons where it 1s fubject to much wet 
during the winter, the crop wz/l be 
better 1H quality, and more abundant 
im quantity.— The wioter’s wet ulually 
de{trovs all in the furrows, unlefs the 
land hes very drv, and it can run com- 
pletely off: and wet is fo favourable 
ro the wire worm, that in| many 
peaces halt the crop recetves an imyju- 
rv t hereby, which inever recovers.

By _ kiln-diy- 
ing difcoloured barleys with a very 
moderate heat, fo as only to expel 
the moiture not common to them, 
four fifths, {peaking generally, may 
be made work on the tloor, or gTOW 
in the ground, befides the further ad- 
vantage that they vegetate regulaily 
together. 

1 advife the farmers to fow bright 
barley, if they have it; if not, kiln- 
dnied, which [ know from experience 
wil vegetate ; or dricd by expofure 
to the fun in the fpring, which may 
probably produce the fame effect as 
kiln-drying. Uwould, however ear- 
nettly recommend to thofe whe have 
net bright barley, to fow a fmall 
quantity of what they referved tor 
feed, that they may afcertain whether 
it will grow or not, before they fow 
their general crop.

cations, feems merely a copy of the 
other, under a different defignation. 
Thofe who are yet ftrangers to this 
fpecies of illufion will find an abftract 
of the paflage from Giraldus Cam- 
brenfis, in Warrington’s Hiftory of 
Wales, 4to. London, 1782, 2d edi- 
non, pp. 102, 3. 

There were amongft the Welth 
certain perfons whom they called 
Awenydhion, a word expreffive of 
poetical raptures. Thefe perfons, 
when confulted about any thing 
doubtful, enflamed with a high degree 
of enthufiafm, were to all appear- 
ance carried out of themfelves, and 
feemed as if they were poffeffed by 
an invifible fpirit; yet they did not 
declare a folution of the ditheulty re- 
quired, but by the power of wild and 
inconfiftent circumlocution, in which 
they abounded, any perfon who ob- 
ferved the anfwer would, at Iength, 
by fome turn or diesefiion in the 
» fpeech, receive, or fancy they did, 
an explanation of what was fought.

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From this fate of ecftafy they were 
at laft roufed as from a deep fleep, 
and were compelled, as it were, by 
| the violence of others, to return to 
their natural ftate. Another thing, it 
‘<faid, was peculiar to thefe perfons ; 
that when they recovered their reafon, 
they did not recollect any of thofe 
things which, in their ecftacy, they 
had uttered. And if it happened that 
they were again confulted about the 
fame, or any other thing, they would 
be certain to exprefs themfelves in 
other and far different words. ‘This 
property was beftowed upon them, 
as they fancied, in their fleep; at 
which time, according to Giraldus, 
| it appeared to fome of them as if new 
milk or honey was poured into their 
mouths ; to others, as if a written 
fcroll had been put into their mouths; 
and, on their awaking, they pub- 
| licly profefled that they had been en- 
'dowed with thefe extraordinary gifts. 
This imaginary fpirit of divinetion,

REMARKABLE phenomenon 


fornetimes exhibited in fleep, 
merits attention. Some people, du- 
ning fleep, retain the faculties of fee- 
ing, hearing, {peaking, walking, 
laughing, crying, and, in general do- 
ing almofl every thing they are ac- 
cullomed to perform when they are 
awake, Near thirty vears agO, I 
had an Opportunity of examining a 
inking example of /amnambalifm. 
Within a mile of Edinburgh, I hap- 
pened to refide fome time in a farmer’s 
thoufe. Mr. Baird, my landlord, had 
4 fervant maid, whofe name was 
Sarah, [ was not lone there, when j 
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learned from the family, that Sarah, 
particularly after receiving an affront, 
or being angered, was accuftomed to 
rife in her fleep, to go out, and to 
walk about the fields. My curiofity 
was excited ; and I begged to be in- 
formed the firft time that Sarah fhould 
rife inher fleep.

She was flightly and carelefily cloth- 
ed. Her neighbour fervant perfuaded 
her to fitdown.

At firft, when 
he awoke, and found himfelf dreffed, 
and in the midift of feveral perfons, his 
furprize was great. Butafier the habit of 
fomnambuliim had continued for fome 
time, recollection of fimilar events, 
as formerly remarked, with regard to 
difagreeable dreams, gradually dimi- 
nifhed his furprize. ‘Lhe ideas of a 
boy at fchool muft neceflarily be few 
and fimple; and, of courfe, his 
dreams can admit of little variation. 
His daily verfions, cyphering, the 
church {fpires, and bells, but chiefly 
tales of ghofts and hobgoblins, were 
the principal objeéts of his nightly 
vilions. When his mind was im- 
preficd with particular ideas before 
going to fleep, which is nothing un- 
common, thete ideas frequently con- 
{tituted or gave a direction to his 
dreams. 

Lhe gentlemen examinators men- 
tion fome effects of electricity and 
magneaim upon our fomnambulift.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
TUESDAY, JANUARY 21. 


THE fpeaker read from the chair three letterg 
recived by him from the commanders in the late 
expedition to Holland, acknowledging the receipt 
of his letters, conveving the thanks of the houfe 
to thofe officers, and to Sir Ralph Abercromby 
and the army, viz. from his royal highnefs field 
marihal the duke of York, commander in chief, 
and from admiral lord Duncan and Sir Andrew 
Mitchell. The letter of the Jatter‘attributes the 
failure of the expedition to the weather and other 
phyfical caufes; and adds, that on the part of the 
executive goveinment, the whole was planned 
and conducted with profound w.fiom and policy. 
The other letters are formal and complementary, 

Colonel Stanley prefented a petition from the 
debtors confined in the gaol! of Lancafter, praying 
tur relict.~-Ordered to lie om the table, 

Mr. Sheridan rofe to give notice of a motion 
which it was his insention to meke relative to the 
late expedition to Holland. He underftood that 
an honourable member near him meant to move 
for a call of tne houfe on Monday next; and, ag 
fuch a motion muft bring a full attendance, he 
would be regulated by it, and would therefore 
name the 3d of February for bringing forward hia 
mowuon. 

Mr. Tierney faid, that certainly he had thoughe 
of moving for a cail of the houle ; but, confider- 
ing the importance of the intereits expeed to 
come into ditcuffion, he did hope the minilter, or 
jome triend wear him, would move furit. Ar 
any rate he trufted he fhould receive the fupport of 
gentlemen on the other fide to fuch a motion. 

Mr. Pitt had no objetion to a call of the 
houfe, but was of opinion that, as it had takea 
place heretolore, gentlemen would attend from a 
mere fenie of duty, if the importance of the bufi- 
nefs fhould fuggeft anecefliry for their domg to.

Mr, 
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Mr. Tierney then gave notice, that he thould 
make the faid motiun to-morrow. 

Mr. Long prefented feveral public accounts re- 
lative to the finances, which were laid on the ta- 
ble. 

Mr. Abbot moved for feveral accounts of the 
produce, expenditure, &c. of the public revenue ; 
which were ordered. 

Mr. Tierney moved for the following accounts, 
Viz. 

No. 1. An account fhewing how the monies 
railed by exchequer biils, on the votes of this 
feffion, have been applied. 

No. 2. Shewing how the money given for the 
fervice of 1799 was employed, diftinguifhing the 
application, &c. and what furplus, if any re- 
mains. 

No. 3. Amount of the debt outftanding on 
exchequer bills, to the sth of January, 1800, 
diftinguifhing, under different heads, the funds 
chargeable with the payment of them, and the 
funds remaining to fathsty :he fame. 

No. 4. Account of the aétual produce of the 
tax on income, to the §th of April, 18e0, dif- 
tinguifhing the amount affeffed by the commercial 
commillioners, as far as the fame can be made 
out. 

No. 5. Income onthe confolidated fund, and 
charges on the fame, for the §th of April, §th 
June, and soth October, 1799, and $th January, 
3800. 

No. 6. Amount of the contribution raifed in 
aid of the war, and of the duties on exports and 
imports. 

No. 7. Of the diftribution of the fum of two 
millions five hundred thoufand pounds, voted for 
the extraordinary fervices of the army in 1799. 

After a few words acrofs the table between Mr. 
Pit and Mr. Tierney, thele feveral accounts 
were ordered. 

Mr. Tierney next moved— 

¢ For an account of the advances made by the 
bank of England to government, on account of 
the duties on malt, fugar, &c. and alfo the a- 
mount of the advance to government by the bank 
on government fecurities, for 21ft Sept. 2utt 
Odtober, 211 November, 21it December, 1799, 
and 21it January, 1800.” 

Mr. Pitt objected to the general nature of this 
account. After a converfation between him and 
Mr. Tierney, an amendment, lJeaving out the 
words  reiative to the tums on government iecu- 
rity,” was moved and carried; and the account, 
in its amended ftate, was ordered. 

a2] Mr. Pitt prefented his majefty’s meffage 
(fee page 177), which was read and orcered to be 
taken into confideration on Monday next. 

CALL OF THE HOUSE.

party. The two houfes took upon them to ap- 
point a regent—here then was an end to the cone 
nexion between Great Britain and Ireland; they 
appointed the prince of Wales regent, and ad- 
arefled the chief governor of Ireland to forward 
their appointment=his excellency replied, that 
he could not do fo without a violation of his oath 5 
and this confcientious anfwer of his excellency 
was relented by 2 refolution, which his lordfhip 
read, ftating that it was the indefeafible night of 
the people of the Ireland, in fuch a cafe, to ap- 
point a regent; where they got that indefeafible 
right his lordihip could not conceive, but, how- 
ever, they did fend over geputies on this fool’s 
errand: happily before they reached England, a 
gazette arrived here with a certificate figned hy 
Dr. Warren, that his majefty was ina fate of 
convalefcence. 

From the moment the regulation paffed, to ape 
point a regent, to the time of bis majefty’s re- 
covery, Ireland was an independent kingdom ; 
but what did the parliament do? they vored a 
fupply, they voted a mutiny bill for the regent; 
but no fooner had his majetty recovered, than, by 
an a€t the moft ungracious, they voted him by 
way of congratulation, a ftinted money bill, and 
a ftinted mutiny biil, in order to prevent bim from 
exercifing his undoubted prerogative of diflolving 
the parliament. In confequence of this condu€t, 
fome gendiemen were difpoflefled of their places, 
and then a tederal connexion was formed between 
gentlemen in both kimgdoms, to overawe the 
Englith cabinet, and force themfelves into office. 
His lordthip then took notice of the whig clubs, 
who were joined by fome noble lords, and many 
commoners, admitting men into their focieties, 
whofe morals they muft hare contemned, and 
whole manners they muft have defpiled. They 
pledged themfelves to certain meafuresy a pariia- 
mentary reform, a place bill, a refponfibility bill, 
&c. and this for the purpofe of railing a junto in 
both kingdoms, in oppofition to the government 
then exifting; they iffued out refolutions, and 
here his lorcthip declared, that fome of their pub- 
lications contained matters as highly treafonous as 
ever were promulgated. His lordhhip then, ina 
fpeech of great length, repretented the imbecile 
fate of this country to defend itielf during the 
late rebellion, and infffted that nothing could faye 
Ireland from national bankruptcy, or the mwoft 
abje& frate of dependance, but an union with 
Gieat Britain, and coniolidating the flrength of 
the whole empire into one body 3 for, his lords 
fhip contended, that our national burthen increafed 
fo rapidly, that ina few years the intereft of the 
debt, in cafe of a continuance of was, would 
counterbalance the rental of the nation; and then, 
he afked, what would thofe country gertiemen do, 
who at prefen: were fo reluctant againit the adop- 
tion of legiflative union. In the terms of union 
a vaft deficit in war expences would be made, and 
our peace eftabliihmen: fettied fo advantayeoull , 
that a confiderable funding would be acquired 
ag aint 
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again any future hoftile contingency. Great 
Britain, though now arrived to a degree of glory 
and greatnels, unknown in the old, and unrivalled 
in the modern world, ofiered us a participation 
of her colonial and territorial revenue in the Eaft 
and Weft Indies, in a word, we would participate 
in ail her power or commerce, tf Tre} MiG. there- 
fore, picrerred her exirent independence, and 
that p tical orctation fo inwartably kept up in 
compeution with England, no permanent fecurity, 
no operation from trade or civilizaiion would take 
place, fo as to tranguillize the country, or civi- 
Izethenatives Je wasa fact, that while che 
Tight of civilization was extended over other na- 
tions, the mafs of the Irith populace continued 
under the thadow of the groffcit ignorance and fu- 
perffition, and the e was no hope that any amelio- 
ration in difcipline or fociety could operate upon 
Our people, until we cordially united, and effec- 
tually co-operated with Great Britain. By the 
medium of union, from its falutury provifions, 
thofe mifchievous party and political queftions, 
which ever-and-anon diftracted, muft fhortly 
fublice, and from the operation of Englith man- 
ners, and the flowing in of Britith capital, civi- 
lized and independent habits mutt fucceed to the 
prefent barbarous ufages. By an union, the 
gueftion of emencipation, which had done fo 
much mifchief, es an inftrument in the hands of 
traitors ard demogogues, would be put to fleep, 
and the dangerous influence of popith ecclefiaf- 
tics be totally countera@ted. And here the noble 
earl declared it his opinion, that no contcientious 
Romanift cle rzyman ce uld be a good or fafe fubjcdt 
in a proteitant government—his lordfhip was in 
habits of neighbourhood with many of that reli. 
gion, for in his private concerns he di! not trouble 
himfelf with mincity the religious opinions of 
men, but, in conlidering the force of religious 
principles on governments and focieties he was 
obliged to trik as a ftatefmin.

THE houwfe having met ‘purfeant to adjoura- 
ment, arid Mr. Speaker having taken the chair, 

Two new members were introduced, and took 
the oaths and their feats. 

Mr Hans Hamilton prefented to the houfe a 
petition from the county of Dublin againit the 
union, received and ordered to lie on the tavle. 

Mr. Waller prefented a petition from the coun 
ty Limerick ayainit the mealure of an unions, 
which he afferted to be figned by avery great ma~ 
jority of the refpectable landed property and free- 
holders. 

Mr. Odel objeéted to the petition, as not con~ 
taining the fente of the county, as a refpect ible 
majority at a meeting of that county had before 
inttruéted him to vote for an union, if offered oa 
fair and liberal terms. 

Mr. Waller re-atlerted what he before alledged, 
and the petition was received, read, and ordcred 
to lie on the table. 

Colonel Barry prefented a petition from the 
freeholders of the county Carlow. He under- 
ftogd it had been confidently afferted, that county 
at a full meeting had declared unanimoully in fa 
vour of an union 5 but he could fay, trom his owa 
knowledge, the meeting alluded to was not called 
by the theriff, and that. not above thirty perfons 
attended: but from his knowledge of that coune- 
ty tor fourteen years, he couid fay that the free 
and unbiafled fentiments of avery confiderable 
majority of the property and refpectable free- 
hoiders of that county were declared in that pe- 
tition.. Reccived, read, and ordered to lie on the 
table. 

Lord Maxwell prefented a petition from the 
freeholders of the couaty Cavan, which his lord- 
fhip declared to be figned by almo2 the whole of 
its mmhabitants, including men of the muit red- 
pectable character and property. 

Mr. Saunderfon prefented a petition from the 
county Longford, alio againit the union.—-To he 
on the table. 

Mr. Saurio prefonted a petition, alfo aganf 
the meafure, from the town of Belfa&, which be 
declared to be figned by almof the whole of 1608 
inhabitants, iuciuding men of the moit reipectee 
ble charaCter and property. 

Mr. Hamilton, one of the members of Belfaé, 
denied that the petition was ligned by any meeting 
ef the reipeCtable wechowers of Beat; he

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waderfteod indeed that fuch a petition had been 
carried round clandeftinely to men’s houfes, and 
their fignatures obteined that way, but that the 
free electors of Belfaft had unanimoully figned an 
addrefs to his excellency the lord liewtenant, when 
he honoured that town by a vifit, in favour of an 
wnion. 

Colonel Barry obferved, that the town of Bel- 
faft contained about 20,000 inhabitants, of whom 
32 were frecholders, and wes a clofe borough. 

Mr. Hamilton condemned the interference of 
a nubie lord wih chat town, and faid he had much 
fitter hai flaid in his own county. Why did 
he not convene people during the fummer, inflead 
of waiting till the wery eve of diflcuffing the 
queltion, as if witha view to pufh the country 
into tumult. 

Sir Juhn Parnel agreed in reprehending the 
precuration of fignatures from individuals againt 
this meafure; but faid, it commenced with the 
egenis of government, whefe emitluries had been 
difpatched through the country in all dire€tions, 
to procure by che loweit ftratagems the fignatures 
of perfons of the meaneft defcription to eddreffes 
in favour of this meafure, and afterwards pub- 
lithed thofe names in newfpapers, with a view to 
fiew that the population of the country was in 
favour of the meafure. This obliged gentlemen 
of property, in thofe counties, whe were oppo- 
nents of the meafure, to tlep forward and repel 
thofe ftratagems. If the minifer had a mind to 
know the real fenfe of ireland, let him agree to 
a committee for afcertaining the truth before he 
called upon that houfe to adopt a meafure, fiom 
which they could never relieve the country if once 
pafled. He defied the noble fecretary to this teft ; 
which, however, he well knew he would not 
venture to adopt, becaufe it would afcertain to 
him a faét to which he feemed to be indifterent ; 
nemely, that the fenfe of the people was not with 
him; but the people of Ireland ought upon a 
meafure of vital importance like this, to be duly 
liftened to, and well underftood. 

Sir John Macartney faid, that when the ad- 
drefs before mentioned was voted by the tweive 
electors of the clofe borough of Belfatt to his 
exceliency in tavour of an union, an attempt 
was mae to procure alfo the fignatures of the 
wealthy and re{pectable inhabitants; but though 
an addrefs for this purpofe remained four cays at 
a coffee-houfe tor fignatures, oniy four names 
were figneJ, one of which was the name of a treo 
venue officer; but ture he was, if the experiment 
was tried, 23,950 out of the 22,0c0 inhabitants 
of Beltatt wouls fiyn againft the uncon.

In fine, fuch has been the peculiar 
good fortune of the emperor Francis, and fo ex- 
traordinary the conduct both of his friends and 
his enemies, that, were he to ceafe holtilicies be- 
fore the fate of another campaign be tried, there 
ig buc little doubt that he would not only be am- 
ply indemnified for the lofs of the Netheilands, 
but allo for the expences of the war.
